TREND IS UPWARD 
IN STEEL PRICES 


Automotive Requests 
For Tonnage Holding 
Well—Rubber Quiet 


New York, Sept. 3.—A tendency 
toward higher prices for steel 
sheets noticeable. The auto- 


motive industry’s requests for ton- 
nages are holding well for this sea- 
son of the year, Agricultural im- 
plement demands are coming in 
regularly. Deliveries are being 
slightly delayed at Pittsburgh and 
other points, and dealers are ap- 
prehensive concerning the fourth 
quarter. A few users are placing 
contracts for the fourth quarter 
at advances of $2 or $3 a ton 
over present market minimums. 
Volume production of sheets is 
vastly better. Most buyers are re- 
sisting the upward price trend. 

3usiness in the rubber market 
eontinues dull. Little business is 
in evidence, either with the fac- 
tories between local importers 
and dealers. The slight slump in 
London has been followed by 2 
corresponding reaction here. Con- 
tinued irregularity and _ unsettle- 
ment are being forecast. There 
is a fair inquiry for early Septem- 
ber rubher, but it is not expected 
to prove sufficJent to give the 
market much stimulus. The pres- 
sure for lower prices is still felt, 
accounting largely for the inac- 
tive market. 

Eastern marketers are still quot- 
ing 11% and 11% cents a gallon 
for United States motor gasoline, in 
tank and the tank wagon 
basis being .held at 16 and 17 
cents. It is pointed out by one 
olgan that refiners are refusing to 
sive marketers the same advantage 
they enjoyed a year ago, as their 
present bulk basis is full 1% to 2 
cents a gallon above what it was 
then. Should this disparity con- 
tinue it is believed that Texas and 
Oklahoma refiners may drop their 
prices below the prevailing 8% 
cent bulk level, enabling them to 
meet openly competition of Eastern 
refiners at Eastern points.

York, Sept. 3.—Figures 
the relative cost of pro- 
and distribution of auto- 
as compared with four- 
classes of merchandise, 
and including suggestions for re- 
ducing this cost, are included in 
a review prepared by-Niles & Niles, 
accountants. Of every dollar spent 
for automobiles, 73 cents goes into 
the cost of production and the re- 
mainder, 27 cents, into distribution, 
according to the review.

Why Should Dealer Pay 
More for Sales Profits 


By CLYDE JENNINGS 


OME time ago a service 

manager in New York 
quit his job with the branch 
he was working for and 
joined the new car sales 
staff for a rival branch. On 
this car selling job he has 
earned more money, been 
able to keep better hours 
and has been freed from 


worry and night calls. 

As manager for the service in 
New York city he had under his 
charge a business that was run- 
ning at about half a million a 
year. His business as a car 
salesman has not run to nearly 
this much and yet he makes 
more money, has much less re- 
sponsibility and is relieved of 
many cares. In the old job he 
had the employment of a large 
force of men and was called 
upon for much emergency work, 
but he was seldom consulted as 
to policies by the branch and 
took orders from a man who had 
never conducted a shop. 

RAISE QUESTION 

This raises a question as to 
how much more new business is 
worth than keeping the old busi- 
ness, Also it raises a question 
as to how much more should 
be paid for profits from sales 
than profits from mechanical 
work and parts. 

In his old job this man turned 
into his firm much more in the 
way of actual profits than he 
does in the new job—that is, if 
we can take an average of the 
earnings of automobile manufac- 
turing companies as to their 
profits. At least the profits that 
he turned in from the operations 
of his service and parts depart- 
ment was at a higher percentage 
than the companyehe now works 
for is paying on its capital stock. 

This man did not want to quit 
his service job. As a matter of 
fact, his heart is still in the me- 
chanical work and outside of 
business hours his associates are 
those men he met in the service 
work. He still meets with them 
and talks business. 

With an even break on money 
and assurance that he 
could set up an organization that 
would relieve him of a bit of 
the 24-hour a day worry, this 
man would go back the job. 
He would take his old job back 
in a minute at his old pay as a 
drawing account and a percent- 
age of the profits based on a fair 
bookkeeping arrangement. 

Again one is forced to ask why 
the new csr business is pushed 
ahead at the expense of the 
profit that lies in the parts and 
mechanical business, This man 
knew, when he was service man- 
ager for his old company, that 
there were several very profit- 
able independent shops in town 
that were making most of their 
money by servicing commercial 
vehicles that his firm sold and he 
could not handle this 
because he was not permitted to 
add to his shops the equipment 
required, yet he knew that if per- 
raitted to organize for this work 
he could handle it cheaper than 
the men who were getting it.

Pleases 


Schwartzman of the 
Tire Shop, New Haven, Conn., 
materially increased his tire 
sales by the institution of a com- 
prehensive service plan. He ad- 
vertised that he was prepared 
to give ‘“real’’ service to cus- 
tomers of his store. For a nomi- 
nal charge of 50 cents, he of- 
fered to go anywhere within the 
city limits and change a tire 
for a car owner in trouble, and 
for 75 cents he offered to ¢g9 
within a radius of twelve miles 
outside the city. 

The plan made an immediaie 
hit with local owners. Sales- 
men and women drivers, par- 
ticularly, were much pleased 
with the service, and the num- 
ber of calls has grown to the 
point where Schwartzman has 
equipped three service trucks, 
and has six men on the payroll 
to take care of them. 

The owner-satisfaction that 
has been built up by the service 
has increased the shop's busi- 
ness 200 per cent. and has made 
it recognized as one of the lead- 
ing establishments of the section.

Being Made in New Hampshirej

aerial mail service on 


Winnepesaukee, N e w 
is the first case of 
delivery of air mail ever at- 
tempted on a country route any- 
where in the United States, it is 
said. The new route is desig- 
nated by post office authorities 
as the Emergency Star route and 
the contract was awarded to 
Lieut. Robert S. Fogg. 

When the 5.55 a. m. train from 
Boston arrives, 10 sacks of mail 
are dropped into waiting hands 
and, without passing through the 
local office, are thrown into com- 
partments on the Fogg plane but 
a few hundred feet from the 
station. 


The plane first stops at Wolfe- 
boro, 16 miles away, arriving 
there ten minutes after leaving. 
The pilot is met at the landing 
and exchanges his sack for one 
containing outgoing mail. Nota 
moment is lost and within a few 
minutes, the flying boat is 
headed for Camp Wyanoke, 
three miles away. 

The points served by the air 
mail are: Wolfeboro, Camp Os- 
sipee, Camp  Boycraft, Camp 
Wyanoke, Poor’s Landing, Camp 
Belknap, The Waubeek, Camp 
Winoukee, Little Bear Island and 
Sandy Island. The distance cov- 
ered is approximately 43 miles 
and is completed in one hour and 
ten minutes.
